It  is  2T  below 
the  previous  year,  and  is  6*9  below  the  ten  years  average  ; 
also  3‘3  below  that  for  England  and  Wales. 


Death  Rate. 

The  deaths  relate  exclusively  to  the  civilian  population. 

The  death-rate  population  excludes  all  non-civilian 
males,  whether  serving  at  home  or  abroad.

Whereas,  on  the  other  hand,  the  birth-rate  (and  inarriage- 
rate)  population  is  intended  to  include  all,  Ihe  elements  of 
the  population  contributing  to  the  birth  and  marriage  rates. 

The  civilian  population,  as  estimated  b}’"  the  Registrar- 
General,  was  15,465. 

The  total  number  of  deaths  registered  was  254. 

The  deaths  of  females  (129)  exceed  those  of  males  (125) 
by  four. 

The  death-rate  from  all  causes  was  16*4  (males  8*0, 
females  8*3).

The  death-rate  is  the  highest  recorded  since  1906,  when 
it  was  16*5. 

It  is  2*7  above  that  for  the  previous  year,  and  2-4  above 
the  ten  years’  average,  but  it  is  1*2  below  that  for  England 
and  Wales  (17  6). 
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The  high  death-rate  during  the  year  under  record  may 
be  attributed  principally  to  the  liigh  mortality  during  the 
Influenza  Epidemic, 

Transferable  Deaths. 

Six  deaths  of  non-residents  registered  in  the  district 
have  been  transferred  away,  and  36  deaths  of  residents  not 
registered  in  the  district  have  been  transferred  to  the  district.

Particulars  of  these  have  been  stated  in  my 
Annual  Report  for  1917.  The  Medical  Odicer  of  Health  foi* 
the  district  was  appointed  Medical  Officer  to  the  Centre.

One  of  the  untrained  has  tein})orarily  ceased  to  practice, 
and  in  another  case  her  luime  was  compulsorily  removed 
from  the  Register  in  Novembei’,  1918. 
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On  November  21  st,  1918,  Dr.  Cameron  paid  a yisit  to 
the  Centre  to  enquire  into  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare 
Work  of  the  district.  The  Local  Government  Board  having 
considered  her  report,  made  certain  suggestions  ; — 

1.  The  provision  of  regular  medical  attendance  at  the 
Centre. 

2.  The  provision  of  ante-natal  care  at  the  Centre,  and 
the  extension  of  home-visiting  of  expectant  mothers,  and 
the  investigation  of  cases  of  still-birth  and  premature  death. 

3.  In  view  of  the  mortality  and  permanent  injury  to 
health  caused  by  Measles,  the  Board  considered  it  very 
desirable  that  arrangements  should  be  made  for  the  home- 
nursing of  cases  of  Measles,  where  found  necessary  ; also  in 
cases  of  Whooping  Cough,  Epidemic  Diarrhoea,  Poliomyelitis, 
Puerperal  Fever  and  Ophthalmia  Neonatorum. 

The  Board’s  grant  being  available  in  respect  of  the 
nursing  of  these  cases. 

Through  the  provision  of  the  Maternity  and  Child 
Welfare  iicr,  1918,  most  of  the  suggestions  have  had  due 
consideration  of  my  Council,  but  owing  to  want  of  time, 
through  other  work  entailed  as  a consequence  of  the  war 
many  of  these  suggestions  have  been  temporarily  delayed. 

A Statutory  Committee,  under  the  Maternity  and  Child 
Welfare  Act,  1918,  has  been  appointed,  composed  as  follows  : 
Six  members  of  the  Council,  and  three  ladies,  who  are  not 
members  of  the  Council.  My  Council  have  formulated  their 
scheme,  which  has  been  submitted  to  and  approved  by  the 
L.G.B. 

In  addition  to  the  work  contemplated  in  the  Board’s 
Circular  of  the  29th  July,  1915,  in  regard  to  the  Notitication 
of  Births  (Extension)  Act,  1915,  the  grant  is  now  available 
for  the  following  additional  services  ; — 
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Hospital  Treatment  for  Cliildren  np  to  five  years  of  age. 

Lying-in  Homes. 

Home-helps. 

Tlie  provision  of  food  for  expectant  and  niusing  mothers, 
and  for  children  np  to  five  yeais  of  age. 

Creches  and  Day  Xnrseries. 

Convalescent  homes. 

Homes  for  the  children  of  widowed  and  deserted 
mothers,  and  for  illegitimate  children. 

Experimental  work  for  the  health  of  expectant  and 
nursing  mothers  of  infants  and  children  under  five  years 
of  age. 

In  certain  other  respects  the  scope  of  the  grant  has  been 
enlarged. 

I should  like  to  dniw  your  attention  to  the  rapidly 
declining  birth-rate,  and  the  necessity  for  using  all  means  at 
your  disposal  to  safeguard  the  life  and  health  of  each  child 
born. 

The  birth-rate  for  tlie  district  was  14*4,  the  lowest  on 
record.  It  is  2’I  below  the  rate  for  the  previous  year,  and  is 
6‘9  below  the  average  for  the  preceding  ten  years.  On  the 
other  hand,  the  death-rate  for  children  under  one  year  was 
67  |3er  1000  births,  which  is  one  l:)elow  the  previous  year, 
and  54  below  the  average  for  the  preceding  ten  years.  In 
the  ten  years— 1906-1915,  the  average  number  of  deaths  of 
children  under  one  year  of  age  was  47,  in  1916,  1947,  and 
1918  it  was  32,  20  and  17  respectively. 

As  the  majority  of  these  deaths  are  preventable,  there  is 
hope  that  these  figures  may  be  still  further  reduced. 

Still-Births. 

Under  the  Notification  of  Births  (Extension)  Act,  1915, 
any  live  or  still-birth  occurring  after  the  28th  week  of 
pregnancy  is  required  to  be  notified. 


Daring  tlie  year  ten  still-birtiis  were  notified,  which 
gives  a percentage  for  the  district  of  3*8  still-birtlis  in  each 
100  children  born. 


Measles- 

Out  of  a total  of  133  cases  notified,  120  were  visited  by 
the  Health  Visitor. 

OpliLhalmia  Neonatorum — One  case  was  notified  and 
was  visited  by  the  H.V.  The  case  was  removed  to  the  Royal 
Eye  Hopital,  Manchester. 

Voluiitar}^  workers  have  done  valuable  service  in 
making  the  Centre  as  l)right  and  attractive  as  possible,  in 
providing  light  refreshments  for  mothers  who  bring  their 
children,  in  general  offering  encouragement  and  advice  to 
the  mothers,  and  in  giving  material  assistance  where  the 
necessit}^  arises.*

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Niiaierous  cases  have  been  given  assistance  in  obtaining 
milk — some  free — some  by  part  payment  (or  where  preferred, 
Glaxo  has  taken  the  place  of  milk). 

Many  mothers  have  been  allowed  extra  nourishment  in 
the  way  of  foods,  such  as  Bovril  or  Glaxo,  both  previous  to 
and  after  the  birth  of  the  child,  and  in  such  cases,  where 
found  necessary,  baby  clothes  have  been  lent. 

Emulsion  of  God  Liver  Oil  and  Tirol  have  been  supplied 
(in  many  cases  free)  to  children  suffering  from  idckets  and 
malnutrition.

The  Ward  distribution  of  the  cases  was  as  follows  : 

North  Ward  8,  East  Ward  2,  West  Ward  15.  One  case  was 
removed  to  liospital.  All  others  were  treated  at  home  on  the 
lines  advocated  by  Dr.  Robert  Milne.  (Eucalyptus  Oil  and 
Carbolic  Oil  are  supplieil  free  by  the  Council.) 

At  the  same  time  all  reasonable  pi-ecantions  are  taken  to 
isolate  the  cases  as  far  as  possil)le  in  theii-  own  homes,  ami  on 
recovery  the  house  is  disinfected. 

The  home  method  of  treatment  of  Scarlet  Fever  has 
now  been  employed  in  the  district  for  the  past  four  and  a 
half  years,  and  in  my  o[)inion  has  been  satisfactory. 

OnCv  for  some  special  reason  is  a case  removed  to  hos- 
pital, e.g.,  want  of  convenience  for  isolation,  overcrowding, 
or  where  the  mother  is  expecting,  etc. 


Between  June  8th  and  June  24th  four  cases  of  Scarlet 
Fever  were  notified.  All  were  scholars  from  one  classroom 
at  the  Russell  Scott  Memoiaal  School  (Standard  IV.  A. 
and  B.).  Being  unable  to  trace  the  source  of  the  infection, 
and,  as  the  classroom  in  question  was  used  as  a general 
assembly  room  for  all  the  children  in  the  upper  depaidment, 
I deemed  it  advisable  to  close  the  U[)per  department  for  three 
davs  for  thorough  disinfection  and  cleansing.  At  the  same 
time  I closed  the  Infant  Department  for  one  day  for  a similar 
purpose,  as  children  coming  from  the  infected  houses  had 
been  attending  che  Infant  School.  Further,  all  Jikely  con- 
tacts were  excluded.  The  outbreak  was  checked.

Four- 
teen vials,  equalling  2000  units  each,  were  nsed  during  the 
year. 

The  Council  provide  for  free  bacteriological  examination 
of  throat  swabs.  Two  swabs  -were  examined,  one  positive 
and  one  negative. 

Three  cases  wei‘e  remmoved  to  hospital — all  died  in 
hospital.

One  hundred  and  twenty  of  the  cases  notified  were  visited 
by  the  Health  Visitor.  She  found  time  to  do  this  work  in 
addition  to  her  work  in  connection  with  Maternity  and  Cliild 
Welfare.  In  cases  where  the  person  affected  was  of  school 
age  the  head  teacher  was  informed  and  the  necessaiy  steps 
for  exclusion  arranged. 

No  school  or  department  of  fa  school  was  closed  on 
account  of  measles  during  the  year. 


Diarrhoea  and  Enteritis  (under  Two  Years). 

There  were  no  deaths  registered  from  the  above  cause 
during  the  year. 

The  death-rate  for  England  and  Wales  was  equal  to  10  99 
per  thousand  bii-ths. 

In  July,  1918,  the  Local  Government  Board  sent  a re- 
minder to  the  Council  of  the  special  danger  to  infant  life  and 
health  likely  to  an  ive  during  the  hot  weather  from  attackr 
of  epidemic  diarihoea.  Idie  Board  feared  that  the  da,nges 
might  be  accentuated  during  the  jmar  in  question  by  the 
diminution  of  natural  feeding  due  to  the  largely  increased 
emplo5unent  of  married  women. 


The  Board  urged  that  the  following  steps  should  be  taken 
to  meet  the  danger  : 

1.  To  arrange  for  the  HW.  to  give  special  attentio)! 
to  the  visitation  of  homes  of  infants  whose  mothers  go 
out  to  woih,  etc. 

2.  To  arrange  for  the  nursing  of  cases  of  epidemic 
diarrhoea  which  the  M.O.H.  considers  on  the  re})ort  of 
the  H.V.  to  be  in  need  of  nursinsr. 

o.  lo  make  some  pi'o\dsion,  if  possible,  for  the 
hos[)ital  treatment  of  serious  cases. 

L I hat  s])ecial  attention  l)e  i^civen  to  scav’eiu’inf^' 
during  July,  August  and  September. 
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Whooping:  Cougfh. 

This  disease  not  being  notifiable  no  definite  estimate  can 
be  formed  of  the  number  of  children  who  have  had  the  dis- 
ease, but  from  the  weekly  returns  of  sickness  in  schools,  as 
supplied  by  the  school  medical  officer,  48  cases  were  stated 
in  these  lists. 

There  were  eight  deaths,  which  represents  a death-rate 
of  0‘51  per  1000  of  the  estimated  civilian  population. 

The  death-rate  of  England  and  Wales  was  0-29. 

Chickenpox  and  Mumps. 

Isolated  cases  of  both  diseases  occurred  throughout  the 
year.  There  were  no  deaths. 


Puerperal  Fever. 

There  was  one  death  during  the  yeai',  the  case  was  not 
notified. 

The  name  of  one  untrained  midwife  was  compulsorily 
removed  from  the  register.  On  the  whole  the  standard  of 
efficiency  among  midwives  in  the  district  is  satisfactory. 


Ophthalmia  Neonatorum. 

One  case  was  notified.  The  case  was  sent  to  the  Royal 
Eye  Hospital,  Manchester.  A midwife  was  in  attendance  at 
the  birth  in  the  capacity  of  nurse. 

Tuberculosis. 

During  the  year  14  cases  were  notified  in  respect  to  Pul- 
monary Tuberculosis,  compared  with  32  in  the  preceding 
year,  44  in  1916,  31  in  1915,  21  in  1914,  and  3 in  1913.

There  were  four  deaths  from  non-pulmonary  tuberculo- 
sis. 

A weekly  return  of  all  cases  notified  is  forwarded  to  the 
County  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 
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A nurse  then  visits  the  home  of  each  patient  notified. 
A full  record  of  environmetdal  conditions  is  sent  to  me,  and 
any  insanitary  or  other  matters  prejudicial  to  the  health  of 
the  patient  or  other  occupant  has  had  the  immediate  atten- 
tion of  the  Health  Depaidn.ent.  Rooms  are  disinfected  when 
thought  necessary,  and  in  all  cises  after  death  or  removal  of 
a patient  the  liouse  is  thoroughly  disinfected  before  a fresh 
tenant  is  allowed  to  occupy  it. 

Dui’ing  the  year  fifteen  cases  wei'e  admitted  into  sana- 
toria under  the  provisions  of  the  National  Insurance  Act,  and 
twenty-three  cases  were  discharged  alter  liaving  received  a 

/ 

period  of  institutional  treatment. 

A report  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  the  Institution  on  the 
condition  of  the  patient  on  discharge  is  fmnislied  to  me 
through  the  Central  Tuberculosis  Officer.  Summarised,  these 
reports  are  as  follows  : 

Improved  14,  quiescent  4,  in  statu  quo  2,  worse  1, 
deaths  2. 

The  Council  provide  for  free  examination  of  sputum  in 
all  cases.  Eiglit^'en  specimens  were  submitted  to  Professor 
Delepine  for  examination  : three  positive  and  litteen  nega- 
tive. 

Disinfectants  and  Izal  Imndkerchiefs  are  supplied  free. 

PrintCLl  instructiaiis  to  ])ersons  suffering  from  consuni})- 
tion  are  left  with  each  i)atienr,  Admonitoi-y  eards  in  refer- 
ence to  spitting,  etc.,  are  suspended  in  factories,  workshops, 
and  public  institutions. 

During  the  vear  the  Board  issued  some  fresh  Orders  and 
Circulars  in  i-elation  to  tuberculosis  (principally  limited  to 
the  duration  of  the  jireseiit  war),  viz.: — The  Public  Health 
(d'uberculosis)  Regulations,  1917,  dated  31st  December,  1917. 
The  object  of  this  Ordei-  was  to  assist  the  Ministry  of  National 
Service,  who  had  taken  over  the  duties  of  the  Army  Council, 
with  respecl  to  enlistment  into  the  Army.  The  retpiire- 
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ments  of  tljis  Order  was  : — For  tile  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
from  and  after  tlie  date  of  the  Order  to  send  to  the  Chief 
Commissioner  of  Medical  Services  the  name  and  other  speci- 
fied particulai's  of  every  male  ])erson  between  tiie  ages  of 
sixteen  and  forty-fivs  years,  instead  of  to  the  Army  Council 
as  was  required  by  “The  Regidations  of  1916.” 

The  Fnblic  Health  (Tuberculosis  Kegulatioiis),  1918, 
dated  4th  July,  litlS.  The  Order  was  issued  to  meet  the 
alterations  in  the  limits  of  age  of  men  liable  to  military 
service.  The  requirements  of  this  Order  was: — For  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  to  semi  forthwith  to  the 
Chief  Commissioner  of  Medical  Services  a list  of  the 
names  and  other  specified  particulars  of  all  male  persons 
entei-ed  in  the  Tid)erculosis  Register  who  were  between  the 
ages  of  forty-five  and  forty-nine  yeai-s  on  the  First  day  of 
January,  1916,  and  afterwards,  weekly,  the  names  and  other 
specihed  particulars  of  evei-y  male  person  between  the  ages 
of  sixteen  and  fifty-three  yeais  hereafter  entered  in  the  said 
register. 

The  Pulhic  Health  'rnbei’cu losis  Itegulatioiis  No.  2)  1918, 
dated  6th  Septembeiy  1918.  Tiiis  Order  provides  for  the 
notification  of  any  case  of  tuberculosis  discovered  at  Medical 
Examinations  undertaken  by  the  Medical  Boards  under  the 
control  of  the  Ministry  of  National  Service  to  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  of  the  Sanitary  District  in  which  the  man 
residt  s. 


Venereal  Diseases. 

In  March,  1918,  a circular-letter  was  forwaided  to  every 
IMedical  Practitioner  in  the  Administrative  County  of  Lan- 
caster giving  particulars  of  the  Count}^  Council’s  Scheme  for 
the  Prevention  and  Treatment  of  Venereal  Diseases. 


The  scheme  includes  the  following  arrangements  : 


(1)  for  enabling  any  medical  pi-actitioner  practising  in 
the  aiea  of  the  County  Council  to  obtain,  at  the  cost  of  the 
County  Council,  a scientific  report  on  any  material  which 
tho  medical  practitiouei-  may  submit  from  a patient  susptnded 
to  be  suffering  from  venereal  disease  ; 

(2)  for  tlie  treatment,  etc.,  in  liospitals  or  otlier  institu- 
tions of  persons  suffeidng  from  venereal  disease  ; and 

(3)  for  supplying  medical  practitioners  with  salvarsan, 
or  its  approveel  substitutes,  for  the  treatment  ami  previmtion 
of  venereal  diseases. 

The  facilities  mentioned,  both  for  diagnosis  and  treat- 
ment, ate  available  to  registered  medical  [tractitioners  with- 
out charge  to  them  or  to  their  patients. 

(1)  Provision  of  Laboratory  Facilities  for  Diagnosis  and 
Guidance  in  'rreatment. 

Arrangements  have  been  made  l:)y  which  any  medical 
practitioner  will  be  supplied  gratuitously  with  the  necessary 
outfit  for  collecting  material  for  examination  from  persons 
suspected  to  be  suffering  fiom  venereal  ilisease,  and  a scienti 
fic  report  fnrnishe<l. 

The  1/aboratories  available  : Manchester — The  TJnivei-- 
sity  of  Manchester.  Public  Health  Laboratory,  York  Place 
(Prof.  Delepine),  and  one  each  in  Liverpool  and  Burnley. 

(2)  Treatment  Centres  or  Clinics.  'The  County  Council 
have  made  arrangements  with  a number  of  Iitstitutions,  the 
following  are  convenient  centres  for  this  district: 
Ashton-under-Lyne  District  Infirmary  & Children’s  Hospital.

The  County  Council  will  supply  to  medical  practitioners, 
fi-ee  of  charge,  Salvai'san  or  its  approved  substitutes  for  the 
purpose  of  administration  to  patients,  but  the  L.G.B.  have 
intimated  that  these  druge  shall  only  be  sup{)lied  to  medical 
practitioners  who  can  produce  satisfactory  evidence  of  train- 
ing or  experience  in  their  administration. 

. Printed  Forms  of  Instructions  to  Patients  and  the  Public 
generally. 

The  Count}"  Council  sup])ly  these  free  on  aj)plicati(m. 

Duriiig  the  yeai'  in  cpiestion  I have  had  no  statement 
from  any  of  the  before-mentioned  cemrrs  to  sliow  the  ser- 
vices rendered. 

Influenza. 

Tiie  epidemic  of  influenza  in  June  and  July  was  followed 
alter  a short  interval  by  a sec<md  wa^'e  of  prevalence  in 
October,  November  ami  December. 
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In  view  oP  tiie  prevalence  oP  Influenza  tliroiighout  the 
country  tlie  Board’s  Medical  Officer  prepared  “A  Meinoran- 
duni  on  Epi'iemic  Catarrhs  ami  Influenza.”  In  this  is  set 
out  the  high  death-rate  from  diseases  of  the  respiratory 
organs,  of  which  Epidemic  Catarrhs  ami  Influenza  are  hut 
tlie  forerunnei's  The  Board  suggest  that  the  Medical  Officer 
of  Healtli  of  each  district  should  consider  wlif^ther  it  would 
not  he  desirable  for  him  to  prepare  for  use  in  the  district 
some  precautionary  instructions,  such  instructions  might  be 
based  on  the  Memorandum  of  their  Medical  Officer. 

Printed  Instiuictions  (large  postei-  size)  were  prepared 
amt  exhibited  thraughout  the  district  in  shops  and  other 
public  places. 

On  the  I8th  November,  1918,  the  Board  issued  a General 
Order  “The  Public  Health  (Influenza)  Regnlations,  1918.” 

These  Ragulations  became  operative  on  the  25th  day  of 
N ovember,  1918,  and  includes  the  following  Regulations  in 
i‘e  spect  to  every  place  of  public  entertainment,  that  is  to  sa)"  : 

(1)  Where  the  public  are  admitted  to  a place  of  public 
entertainment  the  eit tertainimmi  there  shall  not  be  carried 
on  for  more  than  three  hours  consecutively. 

(2)  There  shall  l)e  an  interval  of  not  less  than  thirty 
minutes  1)etween  any  two  entertainments  at  the  place  of 
])ul)lic  entertainment  to  which  tlie  public  are  admitted. 

(3)  During  the  interval  referred  to  in  the  last  preceding 
})ai'agraph,  the  place  of  pulflic  entertainment  shall  be 
t'tfectually  and  thoroughly  ventilated. 

On  November  22nd,  1918,  a further  General  Order  was 
issued  by  the  Board,  cited  as  “ The  Public  Health  (Influenza) 
Regulations  (No.  2),  1918.” 

In  this  the  Regulations  shall  apply  and  have  effect  with 
vespect  to  every  place  foi-  cinematogi-apli  exhilntion,  subject 
to  the  following  pi’ovisions  ; — 
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(1)  Where  in  any  district  notice  has  been  given  to  the 
proprietor  or  left  at  the  office  of  a Cinematograph  Exhibition 
that  a public  Elementary  School  in  the  district  has  been 
temporarily  closed  on  account  of  the  prevalence  of  Influenza, 
children  shall  not  be  admitted  to  that  exhibition  dining  the 
continuance  of  the  closure  of  any  such  school. 


(2)  Article  II.  of  the  Regulations  shall  in  lelation  to 
any  place  for  cinematograph  exhibition  have  effect  with 
the  substitution  of  the  words  ‘'four  hours”  for  the  words. 
“ three  hours.” 


There  were  38  deaths  from  Influenza  (these  figures  take 
no  account  of  deaths  from  Pneumonia,  in  which  Influenza 
was  not  also  mentioned  on  the  death  certificate)  giving  a 
death-rate  of  2'4  per  1000  of  the  estimated  civilian  populatioip

The  distribution  of  (he  cases  were  as  follows  : — 
North  Ward  11,  East  Ward  16,  West  Ward  11. 
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The  first  wave  of  the  e])i(!eTnic  commenced  about  the 
last  week  in  June,  and  ended  about  the  second  week  in 
August. 

The  second  wave  of  the  epidemic  commenced  the  first 
week  in  November  and  ended  about  the  tliird  week  in 
December. 

Administi  ati ve  action  taken  : All  Schools  in  the  district 
were  closed  for  periods  as  indicated  : — 3rd  July  to  the  12th 
July  inclusive,  and  again  from  the  26th  July  to  the  2nd 
August,  with  the  exception  of  St.  Mary’s  C.E.  School,  which 
closed  from  the  26th  July  to  the  9th  of  August,  all  dates 
inclusive.  The  second  closure  was  arranged  to  run  con- 
jointly with  the  school  holiday  (which  was  three  weeks  in 
each,  except  St.  Mary’s  C.E.  School,  which  was  two  weeks)^ 
consequently  each  school  in  the  district  was  closed  from  the 
26th  July  to  August  23rd  inclusive. 

During  the  second  wave  of  the  epidemic  all  schools  in 
the  district  were  closed  during  the  periods  stated,  dates 
inclusive,  November  12th  to  November  22nd,  November  25ih 
to  December  7th,  and  December  9th  to  December  2()th. 
All  Sunday  Schools  were  voluntarily  closed  during  the 
epidemic. 

Notices  were  served  on  the  proprietors  of  Cinematograph 
Exhibitions,  reminding  them  of  their  obligation  under  the 
Public  Health  (Influenza)  Regulations  (No,  2),  1918.  The 
Regulations  were  strictly  observed. 

From  personal  observation,  the  incubation  stage  of 
Influenza  seems  to  be  of  short  duration,  probably  from  24 
to  48  hours.  The  period  of  infectivity  was  most  noticeable 
during  the  fel)rile  stage.  The  disease  si)read  through  direct 
contact,  and  that  one  attack  had  little,  if  any,  preventable 
influence  over  a second  attack,  since  many  of  those  attacked 
during  the  sec.’ond  wave  had  suffered  during  the  first  wave. 
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'The  syniptoms  in  tlie  inajority  of  cases  were  fairly 
constant — fever,  severe  backache,  frontal  headache,  general 
malaise, and  in  many  cases,  Ideeding from  the  nose,  especially 
so  in  children. 

The  principal  complication  being  Pneumonia  or  Broncho- 
Pneinonia,  the  patient  often  expectorating  dark  rusty  sputum, 
before  any  physical  signs  of  consolidation  or  dullness  in  the 
^ungs  could  be  detected. 

Malaria. 

In  August,  1917,  the  Board  issued  a Memorandum  on 
Indigenous  Bases  of  Malaria. 

In  this  Memorandum  it  stated  ; — 

(1)  The  return  to  Enghnid  of  large  numbers  of  men 
who  have  had  Malaria  in  the  Eastern  Campaign  involves  the 
presence  among  certain  military  populations,  and  to  some 
extent  among  the  civilian  population  generally  of  persons 
who  carry  in  their  blood  the  parasite  of  Malaria.  The 
p)arasite  is  transmitted  from  man  to  man  by  means  of  the 
bite  of  the  female  anopheline  mosquito. 

(2)  In  order  to  facilitate  the  diagnosis  of  such  cases  of 
level',  the  Local  Government  Board  have  made  ai'raiigements 
whereby  specimens  of  blooii  v^ill  be  examined  and  reported 
upon  free  of  charge,  &c. 

No  case  of  Indigenous  Malaria  in  the  district  has  come 
to  my  notice,  but  in  accordance  with  A.C.I.,  No.  293,  par.  1, 
d a t e < 1 ] 9th  M ar c Ii , 1918,  many  cases  of  men  returning  on 
sick  furlough  to  tlie  district  have  been  notified. 

These  cases  have  been  kept  under  observation. 

Pneumonia. 

I'hei'e  wei'e  28  deaths  certified  from  Pneumojiia  (all 
forms),  giving  a tleath-rate  of  1*8  per  1000  of  the  estimated 
civil  populati(m. 
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The  Board’s  Medical  Officer,  in  a Memorandum  on 
Pneumonia,  draws  attention  to  the  high  national  mortality 
from  this  cause,  which  in  1911  was  equal  to  7i'3  per  1000 
deaths  from  all  causes. 

With  the  o])ject  ot  securing  better  control  over  and 
means  of  treatment  of  certain  epi<lemic  diseases  the  Board 
have  issued  a (Teneral  Order — ‘'The  Public  Health  (Pneu- 
monia, Malaria,  Dysentery,  &c.)  Regulations,  1919,”  which 
makes  the  diseases  compulsorily  notifiable  as  from  1st 
March,  1919. 

Other  Oialers,  Circulai^s,  Memorandums  and  Reports 
issued  by  the  Local  Governmennt  Board  : — 

(1)  Genei-al  Order  ‘'Public  Health  (Notification  of 
Infectious  Disease)  Regulations,  1918,”  prescribes  one  uni- 
form certificate  for  all  notifiable  diseases,  instead  of  separate 
forms  for  certain  diseases, 

(2)  Genei'al  Order  “ The  Pul)lic  Health  (Acute  En- 
cephalitis Lethargica  and  x\cute  Polio-Encephalitis)  Regula- 
tions, 1918,”  which  make  these  diseases  compulsorily 
notifiable  for  one  year  as  from  tlie  1st  January,  1919. 

(3)  Report  of  an  Pnquiry  into  the  above  disease

Copy  of  Sanitary  Inspector’s  Report  on 
“Miller’s  Pride  Flour.’’ 

I have  to  report  that  on  Monday,  the  2nd  November 
1918,  I was  informed  by  the  Hyde  Sanitai'y  Ins})ector  that  a 
number  of  poisoning  cases  liad  been  reported  in  theii'  district 
and  liad  })een  tracjed  to  tlie  use  of  “ Miller’s  Pride”  Self- 
raising  Flour,  an<i  that  pi-obably  the  same  kind  of  flour  was 
being  i-etailed  in  our  district. 

Up{)n  making  enquiides  fj’om  several  shopkeepers  in  the 
district  I found  most  of  them  sold  this  particular  brand  of 
self-raising  flour,  and  warned  tlnun  not  to  sell  any  more  of  it 
until  those  who  had  issued  it  had  collected  the  new  stock 
which  was  suspected  to  have  caused  the  troulfle.  At  nne 
shop  in  Ashton  Road  the  sho[)keeper  reported  eleven  ctises  of 
serious  illness.  I have  not  lieard  of  any  further  cases  and 
believe,  that  now,  all  the  suspected  flour  has  been  collected 
by  the  linn. 

hegnlations  under  the  Dairies,  Cowsheds,  and  Milkshops 
Order  are  in  force  in  the  distiict.  Very  fre(pient  inspections 
of  farm  premises  are  mad*^  by  the  Sanitarv  Insi>ector,  No 
samples  of  milk  were  taken.

During  the  year  six  carcases  cows,  three  carcases  pigs, 
two  carcases  sheep,  together  with  offai,  and  7,456  n)S.  of 
fi’ozen  beef  have  ]jeen  seized  as  nnsouiid  and  unfit  for 
human  food. 

'Idle  work  of  meat  inspection  has  been  greatly  facilitated, 
in  that  all  killing  has  been  done  at  the  slaughterhouse 
occupied  by  the  Dentou  and  Haugliton  Co-operative  Society, 
Ltd.,  Amelia  Street,  Denton.

Hospital  Accommodation^ 

The  Council  pay"  a retaining  fee  for  six  beds  in  the 
Hyde  Borough  Infectious  Diseases  Hospital.  Two  beds  are 
for  Smallpox,  and  four  beds  for  other  cases  than  Sma]l})<)X. 
Cases  were  removed  to  hospital  as  follows: — Enteric  Fever 
two  cases,  Diplitheria  one  case,  Scarlet  Fever  one  case. 
Membranous  Croup  two  cases. 


Disinfection 

Rooms  are  disinfected  by  spraying  the  walls,  floors,  and 
ceilings  with  a solution  of  foi-maldehyde,  afterwards  submit- 
ting the  rooms  to  formaldehyde  fumes.

'file  .saiiitai‘3  coiuiitioii  of  the  Scliools  in  the  district  is 
saiifactory.  The  Central  School  was  converted  into  an 
Auxiliary  Hos[)ital  for  the  treatment  of  wounded  and  sick 
soldiers.  This  di<l  not  interfere  with  the  education  of  the 
children,  since  other  suitable  premises  were  found.  The 
School  being  temporarily  transferred  to  the  Trinity  Wesleyan 
Sunday  School. 


Diseases  specially  prevalent  among  school  children  : — 
Epidemic  Influenza,  Measles,  Scarlet  Fever,  Diphtheria  and 
Whoopii]g  Cough. 


All  the  Schools  in  the  district  were  closed  oi]  account  of 
Epidemic  Influenza  daring  the  periods  stated  hereunder  : — 

July  3rd  to  July  12th,  and  all  Schools  from  Jidy  26th 
to  August  2nd  (exce[)t  St.  Mary’s  C.E.  School,  which  was 
closed  from  July  26th  to  August  9th). 

Again  from  November  12th  to  November  22nd,  Novem- 
ber 25th  to  December  7th,  and  fi'om  December  9th  to 
December  20th. 


The  Upper  Department  of  Russell  Scott  Memorial  School 
was  closed  for  three  days,  and  the  Infant  Department  of  the 
same  School  for  one  day  for  thorough  cleansing  and  dis- 
itjfection,  on  account  of  an  outbreak  of  Scarlet  Fever  in  one 
class-room,  which  occurred  in  June. 

All  other  infectious  diseases  occurring  among  school 
children  have  been  dealt  with  on  lines  laid  down  in  the 
“Memorandum  on  Closure  and  Exclusion  from  Schools, 
1909,”  by  exclusion  of  individual  scholars. 

With  a view  to  prevent  tVie  spread  of  infectious  diseases 
among  school  children,  class-rooms  have  been  frequently 
disinfected.

Fourteen  cas6s  of  Measles,  five  Scarlet  Fever,  ami  one 
Diphtheria  attendeii  Schools  outside  the  district.
